Muld desire-when the excitement ran l.igh, and the sport glorious 
indeed—but the one day I have.mentloned stands out In my meinoiy 
more clearly than all the rest, and time detracts nothing from my 
pleasant recollection of that day’s shooting. I cannot recall a time 
when the subject of Grouse shooting has been mentioned inmvpre- 
sence without fAaf day, fArtf scene and fA«< day’s sport recm-rlng in¬ 
stantly to mind—quickening my pulse-beats, and bringing with it a 
thrill of ])leasnre which would remain for hours afterwards. 

From early Spring we H-and B-and my«elf-had been look- 

ing forward to that day with high hopes not, liowever, uiimixed with 
many misgivings,—for which latter the reason will shortly appear; 
but I am certain, yes, quite certain, tliat our driiams had not becom.’ 
troubled and our nights sleepless for two whole weekt prior to tliat 
long-looked-for day.

panions for the day duly arrayed for the field. We lost but little 
time ill loading onr hunting wagon with gnus, dogs, liineli baskets, 
and a I erlain willow-covered bottle, which the Doctor considered il 

necessary to inform Mrs. H-. was to be used to carry water in. and 

in a iiionient. and long before the first gray streaks of inorning ap¬ 
peared in tlie oast, we were speeding for the scene of onr day's 
sport. 

What was that sport to lie? Would it be good or bad? Or, had 
till- |>ol-liniiter$ lieen tlierc before ns, and had the younglings all been 
slaughtered at one fell swoop? Had our precautions and pains taken 
been far iianglit ? Or, had tlie sportsman's friends—the farmers—made 
good tlieir word, guarded, as tliey promised they would, onr grounds 
and onr birds, and so placed the question of a large or a .small bag all 
ill our own and otlier sportsmen's hands to be determined by onr skill- 
fulness or nnskillfiilness in the use of " tlie working tools of onr pro¬ 
fession?" These and many otlier similar questions often presented 
llieinsidve-s. and could only be answered at the close of a long day's 
fag: and tlien, it iniglic be, they were to he answered !»s onr fears, not 
onr liopes. snirgested. For here, as elsewhere, the country is infested 
—ilcifs the word 1 desire to use—witti a set of vagabonds, who. in de- 
tianec of law. hnmaiiity and sportsmanship, and in the face of onr ef¬ 
fort# lo apiireliend and piinisli them, pereist in killing Grouse so early 
us the middle of .Inly, or even prior to tliut time, so that by tlie time 
the law permits and sportsmen are ready for tlic shooting, it not nn- 
freipiciilly happens tliat we find onr best ground.# have la'cii shot over, 
the birds slaughtered long before they were strong on the wing, and 
when it was witli diltleiilty they could fiutter out of tlie grass, and so, 
if we would have a day with the Grouse, are compelled to make long 
trip.# to ilie West—submit to the extortions and insolence of railway 
employees and get rongidy handled generally—or lay aside our guns, 
chain Don. Dash and Carlo in kennels they fain would have quitted 
for successive weeks, go back to our ottlces and (Xiunting rooms with no 
pre.sent or future liope so far as sporting is concerned, and leave the 
day and tlie field to that most despicable of all pests of the true sports- 
the ])ot-hniitcr. Yes, we must leave the Grouse, the Quail and 
tlie Woodcock to be tlie victims of the loafing, idle vagabond, who, to 
lazy lo earn an honest livlihood, and too unskillful to compete with 
the true and thorough-going sportsman, pass all tlieir time in summer 
In slanglitcring breeding birds or murdering tlieir half-grown, half- 
iledged young. What a pity tliat it is not cnnslsteiit with tlie philos- 
ophy of nature that all onr noble game birds, for once, could change 
their natures—close up their ranks—charge on these lazy devils—and 
send in their bills long and strong, for the old wrongs and outrages, 
and send them howling for quarter from the laml. That were indeed 
“a coiisnmmation devoutly to be wished.” But ala.s! not only the birds 
and the law. but in too many places the most active efforts of true, 
la w-abiding sportsmen are powerless to rid the community of these 
\ rlliless rascals, or to put an end to their evil deeds. 

. > place selected for our shooting that day was a beautiful litUe 


prairie, about two mile.# in breadth and five or six in lengtii. and. was 
as fair an expanse of wild meadow, iiitei’spcrsed liere and there with 
i.#lamls of frees, as the eye often rests upon, and, with its framing of 
the still verdant oaks, made a picture well worth seeing. .Inst as we 
dren up ih tlie field and were alighting from the wagon, old Sol came 
looming up, the mists rolled uw?iy, revealing a clear sky and adding a 
greater charm to the quiet but most enchanting scene. Long we gaz¬ 
ed, and imtil .Teems innocently asked ns if we “ expected the birds to 
come uji tJo be shot at,” which recalled the business upon which we 
had ooiiie, and so we were not long in getting a-tleld, and were rejoic¬ 
ed to find that onr brace of setters were apiiarently in good condition, 
ami "eager for the fray.” We had previously determined to take al¬ 
ternate shots, and tlie first it was my good fortune to secure, and every 
sportsman can imngine iny feelings, wlien. in a very few moments, the 
red dog came suddenly to a dead stop with every muscle quivering 
with excitement, and I knew I was to liave my first shot at Grouse for 
that season. My lieart would beat a tattoo in spite of niy efforts to 
appear nnconcerned as I carelessly (?) steppvl forward. It proved to 
be an old cock, who, rising wild, flew directly away from me, and who 
did not seem particularly disconcerted by the load of Xo. 8 1 sent 
after lilm, and the lo.ss of a liatfni of feathei-s was apparently a very 
small matter to him. and. had not a stray shot from my second barrel 
broken one of Ids wings, the first miss of the day would have been 
.scored against me. .-Vfter some little trouble we bag onr Idrd, and the 
dogs are again ordered to tlie front, and after ranging for some time 
all are seen standing at about two hundred yards distance, and even 
a novice can easily perceive from their positions that this time we liave 
foniid more tlian one bird. We advance and prepare for work in 

earnest. H-is to shoot to tlie right, U-to the left, and I to tlie 

center. We step up to tlie dogs which hold their points a# .staunch 
and beautifully a# though this were the l.x«t rather tlian the first day 
of the .season, and as tliongh their lives depended on it, and. in an in¬ 
stant. tlie air is alive with a very large pack of well-grown Grouse, and ■ 
six barrels send in their contents and we add five birds more to onr 
bag. We mark the remainder doivn witliin tliree hundred yards, and 
are proceeding leisurely to pick them up when, lo! the black dog al¬ 
most turned a sommei'sault, so suddenly hits he found game. Tlie 
other dogs back him beautifully, and upon advancing, we are surpris¬ 
ed at flushing another pack, and we this time bag six birds. Onr 
sport I# now assured. The birds are lierc sure cnoiigli, and tlie pot- 
iimiters must stand back. And now the guns begin to roar all over 
the prairie and the scene becomes animated. Parties of siiortsnien 
here, tliere and evcrywliere, but thn.# far our part of tlie ground is de¬ 
serted save by oni-selves, and there is no danger but that wo may be 
iiiile to make a respectable sliowiiig in the end. By eleven o’clock we 
liiid bagged twenty-one birds, and retraced onr steps to the camp well 
pleased with onr morning's work. We had .sent “.Teeins” on hefore, 
and upon onr arrival found that he had set out onr eatables near a 
clear spring, under the shade of a giant oak, and we fall to witli a zest, 
and pay onr respects to the good things our better halves have pre¬ 
pared for ns. 

We takes tilings leisurely now; onr bag won't be beaten before noon, 
luid after that we are willing to take onr chances with all tlie rest. Ho 
we smoke and rest contentedly for two or three hours in order tliat 
we may be tlie better prepared for the work that is before us. 

At last fully rested, we again take the field, and for the rest of the 
afternoon we are not long without a point or a shot, and .as we return 
liome in the late twilight, we manage to learn that our lucky star has 
been in the ascendant, and that we have beaten the be.#t tliree guns 
on the field, and this makes the whole matter, if possible, the more 
enjoyable, for it cannot be denied that there is a rivalry, or ratiicr a 
generous emulation among all true sportsmen, to fairly and honor¬ 
ably, and as sportsmen sliould, carry ofl the bag of the day or season- 
yet to the credit of the fraternity be It said—this spirit seldom or 
never engenders resentment, and the bond that iinites it# as one re¬ 
mains niibrokeii through good and evil report. 

Tlie day was done. Night had set in long before we reached our 
homes, and we bade each other good night—not, however, until we had 
drank to such success in the future for ourselves and for sportsmen 
everywhere a# we liad found that day, and sought onr pillows at peace 
witli ourselves and with ail the fraternity—well knowing that all its 
members would heartily rejoice with us in having a day so fraught 
with success—and in having given the pot-hunters the go-by.

FISHING IN WESTERN WATERS.—No. 8. 

Geneva Lake, Wisconsin—The Ctsco Fishino. 

BT COB. 

Geneva Lake, at the terminus of the Geneva & Fox River Railroad, 
has of late become a well known and favorite re.«ort for the Chicago 
people of leisure. The lake and its natural surroundings make one of 
the most pleasing views in the State. Its beauty too, is all such as 
nature has given It. Man has done but little to add to its own native 
beauty. 

When the writer first visited the town some seven years ago, it was 
one of the quietest places, ordinarily, the sun ever shone on. Like its 
name-sake, it has a high old flavor of antiquity, and at that time an 
air of peaceful resignation rested upon it that was most soothing to 
excited nerves. Since the advent of the railroad, however, it has be¬ 
come so popular as a resort that an actual air of business sometimes, 
takes such possession of its inhabitants, as to make them seem to be 
in the laud of the living. 

The lake is about nine miles long and two and a half wide. It is 
exceedingly deep in places, and is beautifully clear. It scarcely varies 
in the heighth of its waters during the year, and lies at about the 
level of I.ake Michigan, which has led some to the conclusion that 
there were underground connections between them. 

The fishing, although not so good generally as in former years, is 
excellent still. Black bass of beautiful grit and flavor abound in what 
is called William’s bay: pickerel are caught off the weedy shores near 
the town; rock bass and perch can be obtained ad just across 

the lake from the town. The writer has caught them in such quanti¬ 
ties there, that he has had to desist from mere surfeit. 

The glory of Lake Geneva, however, is the cisco fishing. A few 
words Aout the fish itself. It is a small white fish, very from one- 
fourth to three-fourths of a pound in this lake, though in the larger 
lakes it often attains a larger size. It is a member of the Herring 
family, and like the rest of the tribe, has a coat of small, loose scales 
that brush off easily with the hand. It is exceedingly soft and ten¬ 
der, so soft indeed that it will melt in the sun if left exposed on the 
gunwale. 

It was originally a salt water fish, and came into the streams to 
spawn like the shad and salmon. Driven by voracious and persistent 
enemies, however, it gradually worked its way up the St. Lawrence 
and larger lakes till they begin now to teem with them. In Lake Eric 
they are so abundant at the time of their ‘"run” that enormous quan¬ 
tities are taken out and salted, so that a distinct trade with them has 
arisen. In Lake Michigan they are sometimes captured in quantities. 
The writer has seen several barrels of them taken at a .single haul off 
the shore of the northern part of our city. They are very delicate 
and tender, though they need careful cooking, being so soft, not to be 
dissipated altogether. The flavor of those caught in I.ake Geneva is 
much superior to that of those from the larger lakes, which may be 
attributed to the select quality of their diet during their run. 

The occasion of their run, is first of all to spawn. This, however, 
they time with such beautiful precision ns to make it also their annual 
thanksgiving holiday. Unlike the salmon, the female of which lead.s 
a life of total abstinence from the time she leaves the sen to spawn, 
until her return, the cisco, “ killing two birds with one stone,” so to 
speak, leaves its spawn and returns to its native depths as surfeited as 
an epicure. 


From the 10th to the l.'ith of .lune usually (varying of couise with 
the temperatm-e previously), the May fly, .lime fly, or cisco fly, as it 
is variously cnilea, makes its appearance’out the sands. It is a iieii- 
sive sort of a creature, short lived and utterly melancholy during its 
brief existeiu-e. Borne by the. winds in immense clouds, they some¬ 
times fasten themseves by millions upon the buildings and fences, or 
drift into our houses to the dreadful annoyance of housekeepers. Un¬ 
prepossessing in appearance, and unhappy In conduct, their existence 
at all would appear an idle sport of nature, but for their single u.“e. ns 
euticers of the cisco. This wary fish, that erst time keeps lilmself In 
the deepest waters, and Is never or seldom seen else, comes them to 

orge himself upon this bountifid supply of rich food which the 

reezea favor it with. 

The cisco go in immense schools, which can be easily followed, as 
the water is literally alive with them, and they sport near the surface 
on the lookout for their game. The perch also gct.s crazy at the same 
time and run with them, so as to be a real annoyance to the tlshermnn. 
who does not care for sucli game at this time. The banks of the lakes 
are sometimes strewn with quantities of them, which disgusted ang¬ 
lers have thrown away. 

The cisco bites most voraciously at this time at almost any thing, 
though hj far the best bait is the fly, welc.li can be obtained in quan¬ 
tities. They take the fly much as does the trout. As the mouth l.s 
quite small, it is best to use the smallest size of hooks. Have a slen¬ 
der pole and a tine line, to make the sport interesting. 

The fun is Intensely interesting while the fishing lasts, which, as 1 
have stated, is seldom more than four or five days. It is best to fish 
from boats, and to follow up the shores as far as possible, A school 
may sometimes be attracted by a handful of flies thrown on ihe wa¬ 
ter. Ice should be carried to preserve them, if the weather is very 
warm. 

At the time of the run, the inhabitants of the surrounding country 
pour in almost en mass, and many come from the cities to indulge in 
the sport. Farmers drive in. back their wagons into the lake and fish 
over the tail-boards; camp'^ are erected and the shore filled witii peo¬ 
ple. The great Fourth of July, much as |t is observed here,_i.« ecliiised 
by cisco time. Uamp-meeting is no where compared to it. One is 
never more forcibly Impressed with the words of the poet, that " thi.s 
world is but a fleeting show," than on sucli an occasion. Indeed, as a 
‘‘show’’ Barnum’s couldn’t compare with it. 

During its brief visit, the cisco likes warm weather and clear skies. 
A chilling breeze will send them quickly back to their native depths. 

The quantities captured by a single persons are sometimes almost 
incredible. Fishermen can tell bigger cisco stories than almost any 
other kind. It is safer for the writer, however, not to mention any 
exact number caught, as he would be sure to find some who would then 
“go him better,” 

"I'he season last year was very unfavorable, and they did not have 
much of a run. If the weather keeps as warm as it has just started 
out. it may commence earlier than usual this year. 

This cisco is a peculiarly paai'clry fish, and its “run on the banks” is 
even more periodic and universal than among the human species. 

Though sometimes found in other lakes inWi.sconsiu.no where is 
their peculiarity so marked or their quantities so great as Lake Gene¬ 
va. Time, tide, and cisco wait for no man. if you wait to hear from 
there before you go after them, you may be left, and be there at the 
flnii, without a^a to reward your effort. 


TERRIBLE SI.AUGHTER OF FISH. 

The Tkout FishF.BM AN’S PAnADiSE—PnAnTiCEs which Evehv Lov¬ 
er OF Fish Shoui.d Shoulder a Gun to Put a Stop to.

Ghiefest among the attractions that lure thousands of tourists to the 
summits of these Sierras is the superb angling iii our lakes, brooks ami 
rivers. The crystal waters of these elevated regions fairly teem with 
luscious trout. Properly protected, the waters of these lakes would 
•afford the rarest enjoyment to America’s tourists for untold ages. A 
gentleman, one fine morning last Spring, in forty-five, minutes. c.Tught 
with a hook and line seventeen silver trout, weighing thirty-live 
pounds, and in a single forenoon two caught 140 brook trout. 

Yet, despite the abundance of fish and their readiness “ to bite.” 
there are men who are not satisfied with the ordinary modes of ob¬ 
taining them. 

The most notorious mode of securing the fish is by means of grab- 
hooks. These are formed by placing three large fish-hooks back to 
back and cementing them firmly with molten lead. When completed 
the hooks project from each other in a triangular form, or at right 
angles, according as three or four hooks are employed. To these are 
attached one end of a strong line, and the other is fastened to an in¬ 
flexible pole. The fish congregate by hundreds in the eddies and 
pools at the foot of the dams, especially if there is no way for them 
to ascend further. While quietly feeding or resting, preparatory to 
making another fruitless attempt at ascending the water as it falls 
over the dam, the fish are huddled close together. The moist banks, 
yielding to the swollen waters, have soiled the usually limpid stream 
to such an extent that they fail to observe the fatal grab-hook let 
down in their midst. By giving a succession of short, quick, upward 
jerks, one who operates the grab-hook Is soon enabled to bring some 
of the sharp barbs in contact with a fish. 
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liftst Spring, during a portion of one night, a man near Camp Eigh- I 
(I'on cauglit 127 trout with these hooks. I 

Besides the countiess numbers thus vaugtit with grab-hooks, we must, 
reinenilier. when estimating tlie effect, tliat for every two flsli brought' 
to land, at least one otlier is mortally pierced, but tears oil from the I 
hooks before reacliing tlie shore. Standing at one eddy below a pool i 
where « man had been thus Ashing, twenty-seven dead Asli were 
coimted at one time. I 

But tlie worst remains to be told. During last Summer a destroy- ; 
ing agent eaine into very general use, which outrivals all otlier modes j 
ill tlie work of killing A.sh. We allude to Ashing with giant powder. 
'I'liis powerful explosive is becoming every day more and more popu¬ 
lar in mines, tiinncis and excavations,'wlierever a blasting agent of 
great force is reniiired. Nitro-glycerine is combined with a ymlowisli 
earth or clay, in such a manner as to retain all its explosive force and 
power, and little or none of its liability to accidental discharge. I 
Wliilc nitro-glycerine may be exploded by the slightest jar or a very ! 
moderate degree of lieat, giant powder may be struck with a sledge-i 
lianiiiier with inipnnity or thrown into a blazing Are. Ignited by 
means of fuse and a peculiar cap, which explodes with equal facility 1 
under water as in the atmosphere, it is a terrible weapon for slaying 
iNh. The force of this explosive is mainly downward, lienee the 
charge is usually suspended by means of a string about one-third of 
the distance from the surface of the water to the bottom. The Asher- 
imin takes about one-half of a common cartridge, which costs perhaps 
lift pen cents; into tills he inserts the cap, carefully placed on tlie end 
of the fuse. 'J’hc paiier is pres.sed closely around the giant power, and 
for greater security is tied tightly with a cord, and soaped. A string 
extends from the cartridge thus prepared to a Aoat, or to one end of a 
long Ash-pole. 

The fuse is ignited and tlie fatal package is dropped into the water, 
sinking until cliecked by the string. The fuse is from one to four feet 
long, and ns it burns the .smoky bubbles, ascending in quick succession, 
attract every A.di in sight. Tlie queer package and the pretty, harm- 
le.«s looking bubbles seem to possess a strange facinating power over 
the giddy, needless Ash. 

With eweepini,’ tall and qnlvariog Bn, 

they come darting from every direction, from the speckled infant, " a 
wiggle and a lialf long.” to the well-proportioned ” monarcli of the 
brook,” lured 

From bis dark baiiula beneath the tangled roots of pendant trees ; 
from the coy, wavy whiteAsb to the unsuspecting chub, each and all, 
singly or in Bcliools, dart toward the bubbles. A momentary lull; a 
Aas'li tliat .semis glints of scintillating lightning radiating in a thoiis- 
a rl Aery lines and sparkles in every direction! A pitifin, treimilons 
• 1 liver thrills through the lake, followed by a wierd, shuddering report 
I .at is like stiAed thunder. The niight.v blasts of giant powder occa- 
ri .iially exploded in the mines are grancl spectacles, but far more aw¬ 
ful would be the sight were the eartli a crystalling mass, so that tlie 
glints of Are and tlie fearful tearing and uplieaval could be distinctly 
witnessed. Tlie water is just such a crystalline mass. Tlie electric 
Aaslies seem to lift llie countless tons as if tliey were so niucli air. 

And tlie Asli? For a moment the seething waters are white witli 
tlie foam of tlie explosion, and ere these toani bubbles have disap¬ 
peared tlie surface of tlie lake for thirty feet around Is wliite witli 
upturned bodies of dead Ash. Tliey are not stuniied! It is false to 
say tliey will revive if left Aoating in tlie water. Tliey are frequntly 
imiiigled and torn into fragments, and in almost all cases tlie interim] 
organs are entshed into a black, shapeless, unsightly pulp. Indeed, 
nine times out of ten this appearance is a sure test for Ash killed in 
tills manlier. One discliarge commonly kills 10,000 Ash! Two or tliree 
husliels of tliese may bo large enough to carry away, but the number- 
les.s little ones, too small to eat, Aoat away untouched. For hours the 
water is covered with tlieir lifeless bodies, looking like foam Ankes. 

A man is said to liave followed tliis nietliod of Ashing everv day last 
Summer for a considerable period of time, and to have earned a’large 
Slim of money as tlie proceeds. 

Somctliiiig must be done, or California will eventually lose lier 
choicest Asliing grounds. 

NATURAL HISTORY OF THE MAGDALEN ISLANDS, No. 1. 

HOW WE GOT THERE. 

BY C. J. UAYNARD. 

Tlierc arc probalily few inhabited spots of eartli, within the pale of civ¬ 
ilization, that are so little known to tlie general public as the small islauds 
which lie near the centre of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, and whlcli are call¬ 
ed the Magdalen Group. Early in June, 1878, I concluded to take a trip to 
the north shores of New Brunswick, and, while looking over the map for 
the purpose of deciding upon some dcAnite route, my eye fell upou tliese 
little spots lying far out in tlie Gulf. As I noticed their isolated situation, 
visions of vast Aocks of aquatic birds, wliich I knew assembled on lonely 
islets, during the breeding season, arose in my mind, and without liesita- 
tion I concluded to go to tlie Magdalen Islands. 

One of my pupils, a young but enthusiastic naturalist, was desirous of 
accompanying me. I was therefore provided with a good companion for 
the trip, and Jane 9th found us at Bhadiac, on the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 


Here I made enquiries as to the best method of getting to the Magdalen, 
but found no one who could tell auglit about tliem, consequently I decided 
to go to Prince Edwards, as it was thirty or forty miles nearer the place we 
were endeavoring to reach, and the'next evening we were at Summer Side. 
Here, while repeating our enquiries, we fortunately met a sea captain who 
was about to sail for the Bay of Islands, Newfoundland, and as the point 
we wisiied to reacli lay directly in bis track, lie agreed to land ua there. 

The next morning found us on board a Ane thirty-ton schooner wliich 
was lying in a snug harbor, called New London, situated on the eastern 
side of Prince Edwards. Head winds or calms detained ua in port until 
the morning of the 12tli, when we weighed anchor and started for the 
>IagdalcuB, wliich lie aljout seveuty-Ave miles to tlie eastward. Had a 
fair breeze and siglited the islands about noon, but did not come up to 
them until about 5 o'clock p. m. 

Thu wind, whicii liud been rising, now blew almost a gale, and as we 
drew near our deslinalion, the prospect was far from pleasant. Directly 
in front the cliff of Amherst Island rose perpendicularly from the water to 
the liciglit of a hundred feet or more, forming an apparently unbroken wall 
against wliich tlie sea dashed in fury. We were uow within a mile of the 
sliore, and upon iiuestiouiiig tlie captain as to wliere we were to land, he 
pointed to a narrow sand beacli whicli made out at tlie foot of the cliff at 
one place, then informed us tliat lie hud lieard that there was a landing 
place there but did not know whetlier we could get asliore while the surf 
was ruuning so high. 

He did not like to risk lauding, and we had nearly decided to try some 
otlier part of tlie island, wlieu we perceived a little vessel coming down 
from tlie eastward. Wc sailed toward them and tlie captain bailed them, 
Arst in English, whicli tliey evidently did not understand, then in French, 
asking if they could land us. They answered in the affirmative, and two 
jumping quickly into a large Aat boat which they towed astern, put out 
for us. The waves were so high it was with great difHcully that the boat 
was brought along side, and ourselves and baggage transfered. Wo were 
soon on board the little vessel which proved to be a Ashing smack from 
Cape Briton. She was about Afteen tons burden, and the ugliest forinecl 
craft I ever saw, being shaped almost exactly like a huge coffin. The 
crew consisted of Ave or six rough looking men covered with such Ollli as 
is incidental to cleaning Ashes, but which had evidently been accumula¬ 
ting on their persons for several weeks, while the stench which arose from 
tlie slimy decks was almost intolerable. 

While maklugtliese observations, wc liad been sailing towards the land, 
but wlien witbing a quarter of a mile of tlie beach the anchor was dropped 
and we gladly entered tlic little boat again. Upon approach!^ the sandy 
shore wc saw that a tremendous sea was rolling in upon it. Watcliing our 
cliiiuce, we attempted to run in between two breakers, but were caught up¬ 
on a huge billow and landed liigh upon the sand. 

Tlie boat was nearly Ailed with water, while we were wet to the skin, 
but thankful to And ourselves upon solid land.

The darltig backwoodsman of the far « est. who follows the lleet eTli 
or timid deer, anil who attacks the tormidaldc hnlValo or grizzle be.ir. 
is less a sportsman than a mighty hnnier; the man who sinmls’wiili .i 
view to selling his game is a market-gunner; and he who kills that he 
may eat Is a pot-hnnter." 

riie passage at the head of the article does not indicate the golden 
age: it is esiracted from a letter M iiiten ihiriy ye.nrs ago for the 
SpxTil of the Timee. hy (Jen.—then "Mr."—II. M. Sibley, and refers to 
a hunting ex|iedilion to .Waday .Vcrerlie H'.olytmi, or the lake of the 
Spii it I.and. one limidred and tlfty miles dist.int from St. Paul. Tlie>i’ 
stiri g times have jias.sed away; Indians and bnllido are gone, never to 
return; and these places are now taken hy grain tlelds and grouse 
shootiitg. Instead of reading tliat ".Mr. il. II. Sibley and party of 
Metidota. near St. Peters, on the npiier Mississippi, accompanied by 
one hundred Slonx. have returned from a most stitcessfiil hnfialo hunt 
to the Red River (^nintry in Mi.ssonri Territory." it is now antiomiced 
in a St. Paul daily, that ".A certain well-known alderman of the 
ward has been shooting two weeks past at—. his bag averagitig fort v- 
(Ivc head per day. being contposed principally of chicketi.s and ducks." 

Mitmesota is a large State, and which .some parts show tiot the traces 
of civilization and are imtroddeti hy the foot of the white man. In the 
early settled districts the hear, deer and hnftalo have long since disaj)- 
peared. and the tnitnber of small game is beginning to decrease. But 
in a large majority of the peopled .sections gallii«aceons game abound 
tnore nnnieronsly thati ever before, or than it probably ever will in 
the future. Frank Forester shows clearly that the multiplication ol 
f|nail and woodcock keeps pace, so to speak, with the reclamation of 
the soil from a wild state to that of cultivation. The satne is true, 
though in a much le.ss degree, of the pitniated grou.se. The itioneers of 
the northwest are. for the tnost part, the hardy emigrants from the 
north of Europe, who. betiding all their energies to the tillage of the 
soil, have neither time nor inclimilioti to indtdgc in field sports. 
Stnall game is thus left nnmole.sted to thrive and increase, drawing ati 
abundant subsistanee from the Itibors of the agriculturist. Hut alas.' 
these happy conditions do not lotig continue. Sooti is heard the 
screaoh of the steam etigitie. aflorditig tiot only a convenient market 
for the fruit of the soil, but an easy acce.'-s for the market-gmmer and 
pot-hnnter into this el.vsium of the sportsman. The fartner’.s eyes 
now become opened to the fact that the.se feathered inhabitants are 
not, as he has heretofore regarded them, otily the jiests and destrov- 
ers of his crops, but a source of peeutiiary gain. Trajis, snares and 
pitfalls are fabricated, and the winter months are occupied in indust¬ 
riously gathering and marketing the victims ol his cupidity. Ktiow- 
ing nothing, and caring less, of the habits and tiatiiral history of 
games he, in common with his iniquitous fellow-de.stroyer, the mar¬ 
ket-gunner, prosecutes the work of extirpation .so assiduously and un¬ 
remittingly that a few seasons show a marked decrease in the nnni- 
bers of what he has learned to regard, in the natural selfishnes.s of his 
heart, as hi.s own exclusive property. 

The halls of legislation are now besieged,—and we are sorry to say. 
In at least one instance snccessfnlly.—to iirocnre the enactment of 
some law by which these/era aolitra—these denizens of the woods 
and wilds—may be secured to himself. One of the results of this pro¬ 
cedure may be seen in our new Minnesota game-law, quoted in my 
former letter, which is the most monstrous production that could have 


been invented. I verily believe. It allows grouse to be killed by land- 
ownei-s and land occupiers dnring the entire year. But this is not all. 

The evil extemts deeper than would .seem at first glance. It i.s the 
, exiieriencc of sportsmen’s clubs and game protectoi-s that by far the 
mo.st elTectual way to prevent the killing of game out of season, is to 
strike at the root of the evil by destroying the demand for*il. The 
market-hnniers and farmer-poaeher will no longer pursue their voca- 
liims when they llml no sale for their ill-gotten spoils. 

'I'his plan our stature allows ns not to adopt; for after the aforesaid 
land-owner or oiviipier ha«. either in or out of season—which is now 
idlowed hy law—hronglif game into his po6.scssioii. it becomes hisprop- 
: erty; free to he either consumed or sold, its the judgment of the own¬ 
er may dicl.ite. Thn.s. although nomtnaMy, the sale of game out of 
| .season Is inohibiled. the .sections forbidding said sale can hardly be 

executed, as it would violate one of tlie plainest principles of justice 
ami common law. 

I Some years since onr legislatnre, alarmed at the rapid destruction 
of deer in Minnesota, and iierceiving that it arose from the annual 
raids of iiiiirket-himtei'S Irom abroad, as well as from the ravages of 
onr own deer-slayers,—both having the pnrpo.se of shipment east in 
view,—prohiliited the exportation of venison from onr Slate. 

AVhat Was the result ? AVcll. as any lawyer could have predicted, 
this law at once hecaine inill and void. It could not be enforced, for 
il was uneonstittitivnnl. A man has, under certain reasonable restric¬ 
tions, the right to do a.s he chooses with his own property. In the 
same nuiimer. and for tlie .same rc.ason, a party liaving lawfully cap¬ 
tured or killed game, may sdi the same in spite of the “ Thoii slialt 
not" of this pseudo-enactment. Tills needs no argument; and so we 
pass on to coii'iilcr tlie iniporfiiiit question, flow shall wc ascertain, 
wlicii loiitnl ill market or on hotel and restaurant bo.ards. whether or 
not the game was killed or taken "on enitivated or improved land, 
owned hy liim—the slayer—or occupied by lilm for fanning purposes 
as a tenant of the owner?" Can we draw the dividing lino—decide 
wliat game was law fully and what was unlawfiilly taken? The two 
kinds difler in neither size nor appearance. Even could we, this 
law is so slackly put together, the nonieiiclatnre so incorrect, and some 
of the iiarts so totally opposed to others, that I believe conviction 
might be easily evaded. 

But I .nil w andering from my subject. I started out to make a few 
observations on iiiiiinited grouse, and to correct a few erroneous Ideas 
Indd by strangei-s in regard to shooting them. Many eastern sports¬ 
men Indliwe " chiekeii-sliootliig” to be a remarkably lame amusement, 
and that a "short walk on the prairie will be rewarded by pack after 
pack (brood?) of grouse rising within easy shot.” 

This may he so in some localities during the very early part of the 
.'Ciison. But after the bAth of Angnst, at which date, as in neighbor¬ 
ing States, our ciose-fcason expires according to the new statute—and 
honorable sportsmen will obey it, whatever may be its defects—tills 
Is far from the fact. It is true tlie prairie grouse may he sometimes 
almost trodden on before rising, and that their flight is steady and 
even, tiiriiiiig neither suddenly to the right nor to the left; yet the 
sportsman w lio thinks to find without exertion, and wlien found, to 
stop them in tlieir strong and rapid flight, still more easily, will be 
apt to admit upon trial that he has reekoned without his host. An ae- 
qiiaiiituiiee of mine Irom Reiinsylvania. a good shot at quail and wood¬ 
cock, was last year, w ith Mr. R. of St. Raul, shooting in Stearns coun¬ 
ty during the latter jiart of August. One afternoon while crossing a 
“trill of prairie between two grain-fields, one of the dogs scented 
game, and led tlieiii on a bee line about one liniidred yards to a little 
depression grown up thickly with coarse grass. Losing sight of the 
dogs in tlie tall reeds, both sportsmen plunged in and had taken liaril- 
ly a dozen steps before they stumbled upon what must have been a 
“iiiiill pack of grouse, as my friend says there were too many birds for 
a brood simply. At any rate, tlieir ears were suddenly sainted with, a 
lively and eontinnous wliirriiig, ns tlie grouse began rising on every 
•ide. Each discharged both barrels, and from the trepidation Inci¬ 
dent to such an occasion, wittiont touching a feather. The New 
Yorker, wlio used .a breech-loader, instantly reloaded, and as the birds 
were still rising and making oil in all directions, he again let drive 
with both barrels, but still no "chickens” fell. 

Ill the meantime. Ids companion of the muzzle-loader liecoming also 
slightly flniTied at this rather iimi.snal behavior of the grouse, had 
blundered two charges of shot into one barrel, and w as engaged in ex- 
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citeilly probing it witli liis ramrod; and wlieii the New Yorker’s 
breeo.li-loader was the third time charged, tiie last bird had flown. 
So after waiting a moment for R. to complete liis operation of loading 
iliey once more advanced in search of tlie dogs. Scarce had they made 
a step before up rose a lingering grouse. As quick a.s Mr. R. could re¬ 
cover hi.s gun, which rested eai'elessly on Ids left ann, he covered tlie 
fleeing "cliicken” and pulled trigger. Owing to the .«moke that rested 
thickly o’er this scene of carnage, the eftect of the shot was not im- 
metliately evident. A moment swept the veil aside, when, clearly 
detiiied against tlie cloudles.» sky, said “chicken” was seen a hundred 
yards away and making about the best time of which he was capable. 
Thus did two good sporisnien expend seven shots without bringing a 
feather to hag. This little incident, however, serves to show only a 
few of the difliculties in the way of shooting pinnated grouse, which, 
by the way. Mr. Jno. Buinsiead in his excellent little work greatly ex¬ 
aggerates. 

Among other things, he says, “ the birds are wild and uncertain, 
their favorite haunts destitute of the water needful for the comfort of 
the dogs, and the labor attending the sport .so excessive that many 
sportsmen do not long continue it.” Altogether, he gives a rather dis¬ 
couraging account of prairie grouse .shooting. The state of things that 
would be indicated by this gloomy picture does not, I am happy to 
say, prevail in the sections where J have shot; indeed, 1 may be par¬ 
doned for believing that, unless perhaps in exceptionable situations 
and seiLson.s, the.se evils of grouse shooting have no existence out of 
iheir author’s imagination. Sportsmen are sometimes annoyed in the 
manner he describes, but not in the degree he indicate.s. “The pin¬ 
nated grou.se,” as Mr. B. remarks, “ is a hardy bird, and late in the 
sea.son; flies very rapidly, and requires a iiard blow to bring it down.” 
Apropos of thi.s, Tom Trigor discoui'ses as follows, many years ago, in 
the 2'urf Register, it will be remembered that be is the same whom 
Frank Forester so severely and justly criticised in his “Field Sports” 
for his barbarous practice of killing grouse in July. His views in oth¬ 
er respects, however, are very correct. He says: 

“I was coining in one day from the quarry lot with my rifle—it i.s a 
liig bore, running fifty to the pound—wlien, espyiiig a cock-grouse al 
about sixty yards distance, I ‘sent after him,’ as Parson Motlit would 
-ay,‘the leaden messenger of death.’ He ro.se, and made oft’with a 
-tiong and rapid flight; but. greatly to my surprise, at some two liun- 
!rcd yards distance he gave in. On coming up to him, 1 found that 
I he bi'dl had struck just behind the wing, and had literally carried 
;iway the under part of the body! 

"The tenacity of life In some birds, as compared with otliers, is 
among the most curious features in tlicir physiology—while the struc¬ 
ture of some (the woodcock for instance) seems scarcely capable of re¬ 
sisting a shot in any part of their bodies; then there are others, iigain. 
which seem as impregnable as if, like Achille.-, they had been 'dipped 
in the Styx.’ Among the earliest of my griefs, when one of old Tik- 
clbaum’s holidays used to give us a chance to slip oft' into tlie woods, 1 
may count the impunity and clamor witli which the highholders ami 
kin'gfl.shei's used to make oft' after I had spent perhaps a quarter-of-an- 
hour crawling upon tliem, and had discharged into them (or at any 
rate at tliem) the contents of the old fowling-piece wliich had accom¬ 
panied my father more than once to India, and which, notwithstand¬ 
ing the low esteem in which you and two or three other chaps nseil to 
afreet to hold it, did, in the long run, as much execution as any of your 
pieces of greater pretension.s.”

boic,3^draohm8; the shot will be one ounce, measured by .aDixon dip¬ 
per. 1 he entrance fee was Hxed at 85,to close at 6 o'clock on the evening 
preceding the conte.st. Nominations must include the maker’s and 
owners name, size, weight and price of each gnn entered. The trial 
will conclude with one test shot from each barrel of every gun, loaded 
y\ ith an uniform charge. AH of the iuninunilion. targets, ete., will be 
fiirnislied by the coininirtcc. 

This tournament bids fair to e.xcel anythingof the kind ever held in 
the northwest.*- It commences on Tuesday, .lunc 2 . and continues for 
livedays. The first day will be devoted to business. On Wednesdav 
there will be pigeon shooting for a gold medal offered as a prize by the 
Association. On Thursday comes the gun trial; also the show of doo-s. 
On Friday occurs the club matcirfor the .state championship. For this 
event font- of the liest shots in each club i n this State will represent thiu 
club.

WHO ARE THE -PROFES.SIOXALSf’ 

Eiiirou Fiki.u a.nu Siukam.— It is time that this question was 
scttleil and that sporlsmeii of the country should adopt some rule which 
Shull a.s plainly a.« possible indicate who .-ire the professional trap shots. 
1 he Illinois State .Spur tsmen's .Is.sociation has by constitution denied 
admission to the profc.s.siomil, and the .sportsmen in other States are 
[ organizing—they will probably follow ns in this. Although trap 
shooting is not the object of tlic associations, yet it is one of the chief 
ainiiscments at the lumn.'il meetings which bring the shooting meir 
most frequently together—it .assists in actiuiring that skill with tlie 
gun that wc all desire, and it serves as a substitute for fieldsport when 
birds are not in season, and we do not wish to enter into contests with 
the profcs.-^ionals. 

The true distinction between the profe.ssional and anintcur is that 
the one shoots for gain—the otlier for the pleasure. The “profe.ssinmir' 
goes from place to place seeking oiiportunity to shoot for money, never 
caring to shoot except for money, and if reasonably certain of success, 
lie wants to shoot for large sums; and if be I'an gain more money by 
allowing his opponent to beat bini he isoften willing to do so; he is in 
sliort, the ’’pot hunter’’ of the trap. But it is not every one who shoots 
when there is a stake of money n)i who contends for the money. Men 
constantly shoot forsmall slakes or prize.* when they only care for the 
succes.s, and only care to .secure tlie prize because it is the evidence of 
success. 

I do not approve of .shooting for money, and I hope and believe that 
ourgood men will in time agree with mo that we ought to di.scourage 
it. Blit imdoiibtedly many of our struighl-forward. honorable, true 
sportsmen have sonietime.s shot for money, and il wonlil be quite unjust 
to class them with the protcssionnls. for they were really contending 
for the honor; so it will not do to say that any one who has ever sliot 
for money is a ■‘professional,’'and a* it is impossible always to saj- 
whnlhci-amancaresmore for the honor of succcs.« than he docs for the 
money gained, this distinction, this test, is not iiracticahic. 

I believe Wilkes says lho.«e <hall be considered profe.ssionnls who 
have aspired to the championship. Ghamiiionship of what ? Of Illi¬ 
nois or of the United States? At our animal meeting of the Stato 
A.ssociation we have a jn-ize medal, which every meinlier is at lib¬ 
erty to contend for, and it may be said that everyone who shoots as¬ 
pires to the championship of the State. It is proposed to organize a 
Nation.il Association. Suppose it should offer a jirizc among its mem¬ 
bers;. every one who shot forit would then aspire to the championship 
and all would then beclas.sedns professionals. Some better rule- than 
tills is needed—a rule by which we can make up a list of names to whtcli 
from time to time the professionals can be added. Should a National 
Association ever be formed, we can, by agreement, name the men who 
shall be clas.Kcd as professionals. 

The definition of a professional which 1 gave once before, may not 
be entirely correct, but still I think it difficult to find one that in ap¬ 
plication will do less injustice and better secure the desired cud. 
That is, “he shall be considered a professional who h.as ever pnblisheil 
or accepted a published challenge to shoot for money.’’ 

Of course there is no very great difference between pnlilishing a chal¬ 
lenge or accepting it than to give itoracceptin any other way. Buta 
man who in this public manner proclaims his desire to shoot for money 
iseertainlywiiatweallconsiderii profe.ssional. 1 presume this rule will 
easily enable us to make up a list of the professionals. 1 do not say 
that this rule of distinction is enntirely correct; it is not, for it really 
omits from this class many men who belong to it. Will any one sug¬ 
gest a better rule ? Lex,

COI.t'MBin.T.—THE I'lOKOXS. 

This Iniye family of hinls—aocoriliiijc to ttm si>lpii(liil Moiiograpli of 
Boiuipsu-le—h.ns livp siilifamilips. only Iwo of wliicli have ropi-eseiKii- 
tivps in Xortli Aniorica. Oiir is iIip Colmnhina'. the other Zonaidnia-. 

Tlie siihdivlsion of the t'olmnhina’ is the genus ('olmnba ami tlie 
genus Ketoiiistes. These are largely represenfeil in the riiltcd 
.''tales by the (’olnmba faselala or hand-tailed pigeon of the Paeilie 
Slope: and tlial of the seeond genus by the speeies Eetopistes migra- 
lorins ill' eoniinon passenger pigeon, tviiosc habitat is to the east ot the I 
Woeky Mountain range. The folnmba has the head large, tail broad 
and ronmiml. The Ke\oi>istes lias the head very small, tail long and 
arrow-shaped or pointed. 

It is a little singular that these two subfamilies should exist in sueli 
large nmnbers in X'orth Anieriea, and yet e.aeh confined to its own 
geographli'al province. Both are strong winged and capable of a long 
sustained and raind night, and both ipiite hardy and fearless of cold. 
Yet we find tiie Colmnba fa.wiata peculiarly a western type, and the 
(Ulier species. Eetopistes migralorins. ulmost wholly confined to the 
eastern side of the Rocky Mountains. The lirst named species ranges 
from itic Rocky Mountains to flic Pacific from Central America to 
Puget Sonnd. Its color above is ashy, with a fine bluish cast; a nar¬ 
row. half collar of while across tlie na|>e; beneatli tills the feathers arc 
of a dull golden brown. 

In Xorthern f':difornla, Oregon, and Washington Territory, the 
liand-taileil pigeon makes its appearance early in Slay in great iinin- 
bers. tlioiigli by no means as niimeruns as onr iiasscnger pigeon with 
ns. Many remain hnllding tlieir nests and rearing tlielr young. Their 
cooing is nearly like our common wood pigeon. Eggs arc two, of 
ihillohite and nearly oval. In Octolier they gather into Hocks pre¬ 
vious to migration, and in the more settled portions of AViishington 
Territory and Oregon tliey are often found in such nimibers as to make 
havoc of the crops. Tlieir llesli is .Juicy and fine. 

The specific characteristics of tlie Eetopistes migratorlus, are the 
small head, long and sharp or cinicato tall, with black spots on the in¬ 
ner net of tail feathers. This ]iigcon has its range from the Carolinas 
to the free country on the north; from the e.astern base of tlie Rocky 
iloimlain.- to the Atlantic coast on tlie east. Being of such hardy 
habitats and so licet of wing, it is singular that it should not have ex- 
tendeil it.s visits to tlie Pacific slope. 

Xo bird visits n.s in such immense flocks as this. Its migrations 
seem guided by the abundance or scarcity of food. Hence the oak 
timbered lands, in tlie seasons of abundant acorn crops, will for the 
time become their liannts. Their numbers arc sometimes so great .as 
to darkeii the air in their fiight, and the noise of their wings to re¬ 
semble distant llnmder. .\gain, the liecch lands of Michigan become 
their favorite resort, and, in fact, nearly every .sca.son great numbers 
resort to the forests of both upper and lower peninsulas to spend the 
sinniner and rear tlieir young. I have counted from ten to eighty 
nests upon nearly every tree for miles in extent. People go from a 
distance to these roosts, and at night knock the birds down with poles 
or shoot them by hundreds. The Indians also cut down the trees for 
the .si|nabs, as the young are culled, and try out tlieir oil by hnckelfuls. 
Others catch them in nets, placed in cleared fields where the pigeons 
come to feed; or by means of a stool pigeon as decoy, they will arrest 
the fliglit of large flocks, and wagon loads are thus secured daily. 
This splendid bird is now very abundant along the eastern shore of 
f.ake Michigan. 

.\notbev species of tins family (the Zen.-edura Carolinensls— or 
coimnon dove) is well known thrmighout the whole Continent, but 
never occurs ill such great flocks. Its specific characters are .as fol¬ 
lows: Tail feathers 14; color above bluish, shading off with light 
brown olive; sides of neck piirplisli red; sides of body and under 
wings bright blue. M hen not molested this species seems to take 
kindly to human society and will thrive under domestication. Alas, 
however, the.se poor iinmccnts are too often slaugiitered and lienee be¬ 
come shy and scarce in certain localities. So tliat tlieir trust or sliyv 
uess becomes a true test of tlieir treatment. With shame be it added 
that Willie the citizens of Mexico treat this dove with such kindness 


that it nests among their fruit and ornamental trees and their love 
notes are lieard from every tliicket near the liacicnda; in many parts 
of onr own country and even in Massachusetts, tills bird lias become 
nearly extinct. We would repeat onr appeal to the generous sporl.>- 
iiian to " spare the doves." 

THE CALIFORXIA QUAII.. 

OiTAWA, ll.l... May Sth, 1874. 

Eiurons Field and Stheam; 

I observe in tlie " Department of Natural History," p. 71, of your 
Journal, a paragraph on " Tlie California Quail,” in which occurs tlii> 
statement; "The male and female bear a close resemblance to each 
other, the only difl'ercnce being that the male has a sort of feather 
pompon starting from tlie crown of his licntl." .\s 1 have these beau¬ 
tiful birds in my grounds, and so have an excellent opportunity to 
study the live specimens, I trust yon will allow me to correct this 
error. 

There is a very appreciable diftcrence in size between the male and 
the female; but tlie diflerence in the markings are still more pro¬ 
nounced. Both the male and fem.ale arc provided with plumes on the 
top of tlie head of an intense pnrplisli-black color. That of the male 
i.s much the longest, and terminates with a tuft, and lia.s a graceful 
anterior curvatm-e—and on some specimens it has a slightly later.d 
inclination. On the female it Is scarcely more than half tlie lengtli of 
tli'it on the male, terminating witli a hardly ap])reciable tuft, and lias 
a niiich less anterior curvature. 

The most conspicuous diftcrence is in the marking about the head 
and neck—on the male tliere is a white baiiil which piLS-ses around the 
front and along the sides of the head above the eyes and extending to 
beyond the ears. Beneath this and behind tlie eye coiumcncc.s anotli- 
cr wliite band, wliicli passes around under the neck to a corresponding 
point on the opposite side. All anterior to this band is a deep black; 
posterior on the neck luid throat is of a lead color. On the female 
these conspicuous wliite bamb; are entirely wanting, and .so is tlie 
black section at the iipiicr extremity of the throat. There is a slight 
tawny shade on tiie colorings ot the female wliich is not observed on 
the male. d. D. Catox.

—Dr. W. A. Pratt, of Elgin, Illinois, writes to the Prairie Farmer: 
I am asked how to build ponds for trout, and if troiil eggs can be put 
into a pond and left lo hatch themselves. .A pond for trout should 
not be built larger than, if empty, the w.itcr sup]dy would till it in 
five or six hours, and better if oftener, a.-* trout reiiiiire fresh water. 
Then, if there is a full, say of two or throe feet, .so that tlio water can 
take in the air, it will he purified and can he used inilil it hecoines ton 
warm, which is over sixty-five degrees. There would he Imt very 
few eggs, if any. tliat would hatcli. AVhen trout deposit their eg<4 
tliev remain over the bed, where they agitate the water. kee()iiig tlie 
sediments from eolleelliig on the eggs, and then hiit a small part of 
the eggs are hatehed. it would take too mneh space to give a descrip¬ 
tion of a liatcliiiig house, hut one will be found in the -Agricidtural 
Report for 1808. Also much other good information. This work on 
fish ciilturo can be liad liy .sending lo the memher of Congress from 
his district. But persons engaging in lish cniinre and intending to 
build a hatcliing house, will tiiul It to their advantage to visit some 
flsliery and obtain a iiraetical knowledge of tlie art.

By Frank Forester, author of “ My Shooting Box,” “Warwick Wood¬ 
lands,” “Tlie Quorndon Hounds,” etc., with original illustr.itions by 
the author.

—The spring flight of pigeons lias brouglit but few of the feathered 
nhoristers northward. 

—Large numbers of snipe inhabit the marshes and low lands border¬ 
ing on the Fox river. 

—Baiting ducks with corn and shooting them from a blind is the latest 
novelty with Bufl'alo Lake duck shooters. 

—The Ruffled headed duck abound In most of the lakes and bayous of 
the vicinity of Bufliilo Lake, and considerable numbers have been taken. 

—The Staten Island Shooting Association, numbers among its members 
some of the best rifle shots in the country, and are open to challenges for a 
contest of skill with all amntuers. 

—The sportsmen of Utah, have fins bunting and Ashing this season. A 
Salt Lake City correspondent writes: “Duck and snijje are quite plenty 
here this spring, and trout Ashing is just splendid." 

—A rifle match has been made between G. W. Fowler, of Crotou Falls, 
N. Y., and H. D. Warner, of Ridgway, Pa., for a purse of 8500. It will 
come off at Jamestown, N. Y., on the 3rd of June. 

—At a regular meeting of the Kennicott Club, held last Tuesday evening 
it was "Sesolved, that this club enter a team to contest for the Club 
Prize, to be offered by the Illinois State Sportsmen’s Association at the 
June Convention." 

—A party of four flshermen caught with a seive, three hundred fish 
(mostly pickerel) in Buffalo Lake, Marquette Co., AVis., on March 80th. 
The time employed in catching them was four hours. Several pickerel 
were caught which weighed from six to eight pounds, and one was taken 
which weighed twelve and a half. 

—At the annual meeting of the Wayne County Sportsmen's Club, held at 
their rooms, Clyde, N. Y., May 6th, 1874, the following ofllcers were duly 
elected: Jas. M. Streeter, President; C. B. Collins, Vice-President; Jas. M. 
Carry, Secretary; S. D. Streeter, Treasurer; Jno. L. Crane, Attorney; 
Webster H. Barnes, A. E. Adams, Executive Committee. 

—The Legislature of Minnesota has passed an act to provide for the dis¬ 
position of the quota of fish and swan alloted to that State by the United 
States; and ex-Qovernor Austin, Dr. D. Day, both of St. Paul, and A. W. 
Latham, of Excelsior, have been appointed as Commissioners to carry out 
the provisions of the act; to serve without compensation. 

—Mr. C. B. Miller of Qeneseo, 111.. Treasurer of the Illinois State Sports¬ 
men's Association, in company with Mr. N. Doxey, of Geneseo, were out 
Ashing last week and captured thirty-four black bass weighing from two 
and a half to four pounds. The hoys naturally felt gay ns they came 
marching home ngaiu, and for youngsters we think they deserve great 
credit. 

—A mutch was shot at Dexter Park on Monday last, between Wm. 
Oreudorff and W. Sampson. Conditions, 50 birds each, plunge traps, 
^f^Prairie Club rules; 8100 a side. Owing to the ssarcity of birds only 48 
were trapped for each man. Orendorff won the match by killing 44. 
Sampson killed 80. L. O. Dow, referee. Orendorft' killed every one of 
his last 38 birds. 

—The sportsmen of Davenport and vicinity are making preparations to 
secure au abundance of pigeons for sporting purposes for the ensuing year. 
To this end it is proposed to build a ‘‘pigeon ranche’’ on Duck Creek, with 
proper facilities for breeding pigeons in vast quantities to supply this and 
similar organizations in the Northw'est. This pigeon house, when fully 
completed, will be rectangular—not to exceed 1,850 feet in its outer meas¬ 
ure; the inner to surround a court over which will mount a lofty glass 
dome not over 100 feet high at its centre. W'ilh McNeil’s patent steam 
heating apparatus, it is probable that 100,000 pigeons can be hatched each 
00 days. At the annual meeting of the Davenport Shooting Club held not 
long since, the following officers were chosen for the ensuing year: Presi¬ 
dent, Robert Krause; Vice-President, T. T. Dow; Secretary, 0. S. Mc¬ 
Neil; Treasurer, S. F. Gilman. The organization is said to be in a pro¬ 
gressive condition, pence and harmony and plenty of funds in ihe'lreasury. 

—The Cleveland Sportsmen’s Club now numbers over sixty members, 
comprising many of the most prominent sportsmen of the city. The Club 
as will he remembered, issued a circular asking for opinions in reference 
to the formation of a State Association. Progress has so far been made 
that a committee of leading sportsmen have decided to call a convention, 
which it Is believed will take place in the latter part of the present month. 


or in the early part of June. Everything looks bright and promising for 
success. The Club is doing some good practical w'ork in enforcing the 
game laws. ,Thcy have a tine room and have made the beginning of a 
library and also a cabinent of natural history. 

—Fifteen hundred young salmon-trout were placed in the lower Brandy¬ 
wine river, Chester Co., Pa; 1500 were divided and placed in Chester, Rid¬ 
ley and Crum creeks, Delaware county; and 1500 divided and placed in the 
Brandywide near Downiugton, and the Octoraro creek. We have our 
doubts that this fish will answer in creeks, and shall wait the result of the 
experiment with great interest. Some eight or ten years ago a number of 
black bass were brought from the Potomac and placed in the fine sweep of 
more than half a mile of the Wissahickon creek at Mr. Welch’s place, 
where the water is from three to five feet in depth, but we have not up to 
this date heard anylhiug more of them. 

—Mr. J. M. Taylor, of Lexington, Ky., had a small black and white set¬ 
ter called “Rebel" now owned by' the Coleman Bros., of Louisville, of 
whom he relates a very singular trick. .Mr. Tay lor .siy.s that when hunt¬ 
ing the dog in the field, on liiKlnig g.-ime, if he hapiiened to be onl of sight, 
the dog would deliberately back out forty or fifty yards from the bird and 
call in dog language for his master. This seems like reason. Who says 
, now that*dogs have only instim.iv This statement can be proven by many 
! sporlsnicn in Fleming Co., Ky., who have often witnessed this strange pro¬ 
ceeding. Have any of our readers ever noticed or heard of anylhiug of 
this kind in their experience? On his muster’s coming up, Reb'would then 
advance and rusumc his stand on the bird, as originally made. 

—Mr. J. F. .Miller, Secretary of the New York State Sportsmen’s As¬ 
sociation, announces in a circular that the annual meeting for 1874 will be 
held in Oswego, N. Y., under the auspices of the Leatherstocking Club, of 
Oswego County N. Y. The meeting will be held ns soon after the ]5tli of 
May as a full supply of birds can he had—probably not later than the last 
week in May, or the first week in June. The Leathei'slockiug Club are 
making preparations for the event, which, they hope, will conduce to its 
success. The grounds selected for the shooting are particularly favorable, 
affording a fine view for spectators, and having ample room for the loca¬ 
tion of Club tents. The Leatherslockings hope to have the pleasure of 
welcoming Delegates from every Sportsmen’s Club in the State, and also 
from counties in whicli^here are no organized Club, each of which latter 
can send two Delegates. Arrangements have been maile for ample aud 
first-class hotel accommodations for Delegates and others, at lu'ices which 
extremely fair and reasonable. A new feature of the meeting will be a 
Bench Show of sporting dogs. The prizes of this year will not suffer by 
comparison, in value or number, with any ever offered by the Association.
